3. Items of interest from the DDS Staff Meeting: 

a. Domestic Qualifying Service for CIARDS Mr. Coffey reported 
that the Director recently indicated he was opposed to any liberalizing of 
the standards for approving qualifying service for CIARDS based on domestic 
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service. Mr. Coffey cautioned the heads of DDS offices to be very careful 
in their review of requests for approval of domestic service and be certain 
that the service is truly unique and comparable in all essential respects to 
foreign service.

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c. Revamping of Intelligence Services Mr. Coffey called attention to 
the Benjamin Welles' article in the New York Times, Tuesday, May 11, 1971, 
entitled "Nixon Reported Weighing Revamping of Intelligence Services. " 

Mr. Coffey reported that in the Director's morning meeting of 1 1 May, the 
Director had stated that the article is essentially accurate and that he had 
been asked for and had given some general views on the matter. The Welles' 
article reported the most drastic option open to Mr. Nixon would be the 
creation of a new department of intelligence to be headed by an official of 
cabinet rank. It would combine the CIA, NSA, and DIA. Such a combination 
would concentrate in one department the collection of foreign intelligence now 
performed not only by the CIA but also by the Army, Navy and Air Force 
separately around the world. The article states the President is said to 
regard Mr. Helms as the nation's most competent professional intelligence 
officer. 


d. VIP The Director of Personnel has nowreceived 938 applications 
for participation in the Voluntary Investment Plan. The average per person 
per pay period is now $25. 20. This amounts to an investment of $660, 548 
per year. The Board of Directors yesterday decided the Plan should be put 
into effect.
